The turning on of the electric 
lights in a trolley car by the 
members of its crew during he;; 
thunder and lightning storms is an 
occurrence that not one parson in a 
hundred has ever given the matter 
a thought, or considered why this 
was done. 

Whenever the lightning pranks 
ireful conductor sees 
that the lights of his car are turned 
on, even if it be midday, and this 
is nol to afford light dining the 
darkness incident to a heavy storm. 
It N to protect the car and its 
OUpantS from a bolt of lightning. 

How the lightning of the in- 
candescent glob** act en a protector 
against electric discharge from the 
heavens is not of a little interest. 
A w.ll- informed conductor of one 
of the city liues explained the mat- 
ter in th: 

There are two re or it ." 

aid " One is for the protection 
of the car, the other for the pioi 
tion of the passengers. When the 
lights are on and the car is at a 
standstill the trolley pole becomes a 
lightning rod." 

'•When a car is in motion the 
electric current, which leaves the 
power house and is carried along 
on the trolley wire, passes down 
through the wire in the car, troi 
pole into the motors of th 
ting them in motion, and then 
down through the wheels into the 
rails, by which the current return 
to the power house.
